Pastoral Leases 

In the report of the Select Conimitec 
on the Land Ordinance, in most of 
which wo heartily concur, it is recom- 
mended "That no pastoral leaser) 
should bo granted on Vancouver 
Island, or islands adjacent thereto." 
AVe are not aware that any considera- 
ble sheep runs exist on Vancouver 
Island; and wo are assured by those 
who ought to know that even if there 
were, sheep farming would be rendered 
unprofitable by wolves and panthers. 
An incident in illustration of this may 
be related: In the Comox settlement 
Bheop cannot be raised owing to the 
prevalance of these wild animals. Not 
long ago the peoplo of Comox resolved 
to hold a picnic; and as there were no 
sheep in the settlement, two wore ob- 
tained from Victoria. Arriving in the 
evening, the two victims wore tethered 
for the night in an enclosure immedi- 
ately in front of a farm house, where it 
was thought they would centainly be 
safe. In the morning they were gone ! 
Sir. Panther and his friends had stolen 
a march on the settlors and held their 
picnic during tho night, iiut although 
it seems improbable that any consider- 
able amount of sheep farming will be 
done on Vancouver Island, at least 
until the great enemy of the sheep 
shall have been either extirpated, or 
driven back into its mountain fastness- 
es, we are led to believe that tho case 
is very different in so far as adjacent 
islands are concerned. Several of the 
gulf islands arc said to be eminently 
littod for sheep runs, and on them tho 
sheep would bo free from the ravages 
of wild beasts ; for although wolves and 
panthers are occasionally found on some 
of these islands, it is claimed, and with 
apparent reason, that it would not bo 
difficult to get rid of them. Now, tho 
fact that these smaller islands present tho 
only, or almost tho only, facilities for 
aheep farming west of tho Cascades ap- 
pears to us to constitute an additional 
reason why they should bo available for 
that purpose. The mutton consumed by 
tho communities west of the Cascades is 
all, or nearly all, imported. It is clear, 
therefore, that whatever would promote 
sheep farmiug on theso islands would 
tend to the retention in tho country of 
the large amount of money at the present 
time going out of it to pay for foreign 
mutton. These are somo the considera- 
tions which lead us to dissent from the 
above quoted recommendation of tho 
Heloct Committee. It may bo said that, 
if tho islands referred to are so well 
adapted to sheep farming, it is strange 
that so littlo has been attempted in that 
direction. The same argument, if it can bo 
so called, would apply with equal force 
to some other interests. But we believe 
it will be found, on enquiring, that con- 
siderable amounts of capital are at tho 
present moment seeking investment in 
sheep farming on somo of the smaller 
islands of the gulf ; and the Legislature 
would do well to hesitate to place such au 
obstruction in the way as tho adoption of 
this recommendation of the Select Com- 
mittee would amount to. \Ye think it 
would bo wiso, for tho prcsont at any- 
rate, to include in the pastoral leas sys- 
tem tho islands of the gulf, or some of 
them, with a view to encouraging sheep 
farming.

First Provincial Legislative 
Assembly. 

SECOND SESSION. 

Thursday, Jan. 30th, 

Mr. Speaker took tlio chair at 2:10 
o'oloek. Tlio galleries contained more 
spectators than usual. 

l'llIVILKOE. 

Mr. Smith Htntod that at the lust sitting 
of tlio House he had made some remarks 
rofleoting on the Speaker; he, (Mr. Smith) 
had invariably supported tho Chair on 
all qnostions. When warmed upon a 
subjoct any lion, member was apt to 
mako strong remarks. He had now to 
uay that if ho had reflected in any way 
upon Mr. Speaker he regretted hayng done 
so. [hoar. J 

Mr. Humphreys complained that in the 
Standard ho was repotted to have said 
that ho know a "heap about Responsible 
Government." Ho (Mr. Humphreys) had 
not made use of the expression and was 
not in the habit of using such language, 

Mr. Bunster asked ii it was true, as re- 
presented in Tins Colonist, that tho hon. 
Premier had challenged him (Mr. Bun- 
ster) to resign and test tho question of 
popularity before the constituency. If 
Mr. Bunster hud hoard the challenge ho 
should have accepted it. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that he 
had not challenged tho hon. member, 
aud the statement, as it appeared in The 
Colonist was incorrect. 

DRY DOCK. 

Hon Mr. DeCosmos moved (seconded 
by Mr. Boavon) that this House resolve 
itself into Committee of tho Whole on 
Friday next to take into consideration 
Section 12 of tho Terms of Union, respect- 
ing the construction of a iirst class Grav- 
ing Dock at Esquimau. 

The hon mover said that section 12 of 
the Terms of Union provided that the 
Canadian Government guarantee interest 
at tho rate of 5 per cent, on an expendi- 
ture of £100,000 in the construction of a 
Graving Dock :.t Esquimau. Nothing 
had been done towards building the Dock, 
and he moved for a Committee for the 
purpose of taking tho sonse of tho House 
m the mattor, Carried. 

FINES, FEES, ETC. 

Mr. Robson moved that a respectful 
Address be presented to His Excellency 
tho Lieutenant-Governor, asking that any 
Report which may have been made by tho 
Attorney-General, or any other oilieer, 
respecting the disposition of Fines, Fees, 
Ac, collected before the 25th October, 
1872, may be placed before this House. 

Mr. Mara seconded and the resolution 
was carried. 

Q. C. COAL CO. 

Mr. Duck asked, has any report from 
tho Committee appointed on Wednesday, 
tho 13th March, 1872, to take into con- 
sideration the claim of tho Liquidators of 
tho Queen Charlotte Coal Mining Com- 
pany, Limited, been presented io the 
House; and, if so, what action has been 
taken by tho Government on suoh Re- 
port ? 

Hon. Dr. Ash replied that no report ou 
the subject htul been presented to the 
House.

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos replied that every 
exertion was being put forward. 

CONSTITUTION AMENDMENT HILL. 

This Bill came up for a second reading. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos, continuing his re- 
marks, said that he considered the last 
clause of the 15)11 was a direct attack 
against his hon. friend, the Attorney- 
General. [Mr. Humphreys — Why don't 
you speak quick ?] There are some peo- 
ple who speak quick, but say little. Their 
words are like what Shakespeare calls, a 
bushel of chaff to three grains of wheat. 
The proposition in the second clause was 
sufficient to brand the promoters of tho 
»■ Bill with inconsistency. His hon. and 
learned friend, the Attorney-General, was 
tho selection and choice of'tho hon. mover 
and seconder of the Bill. 

Mr. Humphreys and Mr. Robson- -No, 
no. 

Hon. Mr. DeOosmos — They objected 
to ovory other member of tho late Cabi- 
net. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho statement was 
untrue. Ho had said when he was 
told that Mr. Robertson had doclincd to 
te.ko tlio position of Attorney-General, and 
it was known that Mr. MoCroight would 
• not ttiko the position, lie had said ho had 
no objection to tho present Attorney-Gen- 
eral taking that position, 

Mr. Robson said lie had nover said any- 
thing of the kind. 

Hon. Mr. DeOosmos ropeatted his asxer- 
» tion. [Mr. Humphreys — Proof. ] Tho 
lato Premier had said in this House that 
the present hon. Attornoy-Gonorul wont 
into tho present Ministry with his con- 
sent. The Provinces of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick had unpaid gentlemen 
in their Exocutivos. Ho eonoliidod by say- 
ing that tho Bill, if passod, would dis- 
" franohiso a largo part of tho Mainland. 



Mr. Bunster said that ho (tho lion. 
Premier) wished to take in the ex-Provin- 
cial Secretary, and that he (Mv, Bunster) 
objected as ho wanted to BOO justice done 
to the Mainland. 

Mr. Holbrook opposed the Bill on ac- 
count of tho remoteness of districts on 
tho Mainland and tho want of moans of 
communication with the Capital. Ho was 
sorry when tho now Ministry was formed 
to And that tlio claims of the Mainland 
wero ignored; and ha saw tho same thing 
—tho couivalizatiou of Government— in 
tho Estimates. 

Mr. Smith looked upon the component 
parts of the present Ministry as honor, 
glory aud emolument. If hon. gentlemen 
Haw fit to take oflice without pay, ho 
thought the country ought not to object. 
His idea was to reduce the number of. 
Ministers to four and pay them all. Ho 
opposed the Bill for the same l'eaion as 
tho hon. member for New Westminster 
did. 

Mr. McCreight said, that legislation on 
thii point had taken place in Ontario very 
recently and ho road from the Ontario Act 
to show that any member being a member 
of tho Executive Council thereupon va- 
cated his seat; ho considered it advisable 
and proper that a person taking a seat in 
tho Executive Council should go to his 
constituents, whether ho took a salary or 
not. The present Bill, however, would 
have retrospective effect, if unamended. 

Mr. Barnston said a mistake had been 
made in the title of the Bill. It ought to 
be called "A Bill to enable the People of 
Victoria to govern tho Country." He ask- 
ed all Mainland members if they were 
prepared to support the Bill? The mo- 
ment you kill the representation of a Dis- 
trict you kill the interests of that Dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Smitbe alluded to the personal 
character of the debate aud tho bringing 
beforo this House private conversations. 
[Hoar.] Ho held that this Bill was per- 
fectly in accordance with the principles of 
Responsible Government, and could have 
no bearing on the members of tho present 
Government. It had been urged that ex- 
cept a member of the Executive Council 
enjoyed an office of emolument he need 
not go back for re-election. But a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council might use 
his position to advance bis private busi- 
ness. He held that under any and all cir- 
cumstances an Executive Councillor 
should bo forced to go back for re-election. 
A gentleman might be called on who had 
not the confidence of the country; but by 
tho present Act ho could force a Govern- 
ment to carry on the business of tho coun- 
try in defiance of popular opinion. An 
hon. gentleman had advanced only this 
objection to tho Bill. Ho said that the 
Mainland might be unrepresented in the 
Cabinet. But that objection, if it showed 
anything, showed that the circumstances 
of tho country were not suited to Respon- 
sible Government; and a desiro not to 
see tho interests of the Mainland suffer 
was tho only reason why he could not sup- 
port the measure. Tho hon. gentleman 
sharply rebuked the remarks of several 
hon. gentlemen who were opposed to tho 
Bill and said that they had urged nothing 
against it. 

Hon. Dr. Ash said that it' the lion, 
mover had avoided personalities a very 
different reception would have been given 
the Bill to what it was likely to receive 
no w. 

Mr. Robertson regretted that the dis- 
cussion had taken so wide a range, and 
that hon. gentlemen had indulged so free- 
ly in personalities. If the hon. promo- 
ter of this Bill believed that the hon. gen- 
tlemen sat thero illegally ho should have 
brought tho matter up under a question 
of privilege; and if the House would not 
entertain it, he had the Courts to appeal 
to. The present law in his [Mr. Robert- 
son's] opinion did not require them to go 
buck for re-election ; ho was in favor of 
theabstract principle of the Bill, but tho 
conditions of the country were against it. 
It seemed to be a proper thing that lion, 
gentlemen who were elevated to a posi- 
tion they did not hold when elected, 
should go back to their constituents: but 
until this Province is intersected with a 
network of railways as Ontario is to-day, 
the Bill would be unwise. At present 
four months is required in which to get 
returns of election in from all tito Dis- 
tricts, and he thought that to follow the 
example of Ontario at tho present timo 
would result in decided injury to the 
Mainland of B. O. In concluding, Mv. 
Robertson eulogized the trainers <>f tho 
Constitution Act and said that ftltho' in 
favor of the principle of the Bill, he 
should vote for tno auiendmeut to 
postpone its reading for six months. 

Mr. Humphreys said that the principle 
of the Bill was admitted by every hon. 
gentleman who hud spoken except the 
hon. gnntlenion whose maudlin minds 
caused them to imagine that the Bill re- 
ferred to them. He [Mr. Humphreys] 
had no personal object to serve in bring- 
ing in the Bill; his object was to see the 
principles of Responsible Government 
maintained and preserved, lie oonld 
not seo how hon. gentlemen could approve 
of the abstract principle of the Hill and 
yet oppose it. He eon tended that tho 
hon. Premier held his position without 
the sanction of the pooplo, and cited the 
time when Lord Derby retired and Dis- 
raeli took his place; the latter, before ac- 
cepting oflice, asked tho permission of his 
constituents. He had said and si ill be- 
lieved that three hon. gentlemen occupied 
thoir seats illegally, Tho lion, member 
quoted copious authorities and prece- 
dents in support of tho Bill, The hon. 
Premier had accused him [Mr. Hum- 
phreys] of backing down. This he de- 
nied; but the hon. Premier h id Lacked 
down timo aud again. He had libelled an as- 
sembly in this Province, nnd when brought 
to tho Bar of the House had made a most 
abject and degrading apology [Mr. De- 
Cosmos -No ! | I, continued Mr, Hum- 
phreys, have stood on the iloor of this 
House, with doors locked, and in (he pre- 
sence of 21 hostile members, have defiod 
them to do their worst. [Cheers.] The 
hon. Premier has said that I am indebted 
to him for political advancement. Sir, I 
have never yet got anything from him but 
political lameness, [laughtor.l I have 
repeatedly told this great nation-maker 
that people said he possessed no brains; 
but be always contended that ho had. 
[Great laughter.] He rose up in this 
House yesterday and in terms the most 
pathetic said that he had worked M years 
for tho country and got nothing himself. 
Ts it possible to believe that tho hon. gen- 
tleman has not looked after No. 1 ? Is it 
not notorious that during tho whole 11 
years ho has boon before the country he 
has not uttered a single word or introduc- 
ed a single measure by which ho may be 
romomborod ? Was if not io bo expected 
that ho would huvo loft enough for an 
epitaph so that mon might know that some 
such porsou as this "lovo of tho world" 
had ovor tainted ? Actually ho had dono 



nothing to bo remembered by. Was it| 
not deplorable to think that after fourteen 
years' experience hois the same miserable 
dreamer and blunderer as over? [ Laugh- 
ter. ] Ho has also licensed me of being a 
disappointed patriot — disappointed in not 
getting an oflice | hear]; and ho said that 
1 advised him to go to Ottawa last year. 
Does it not seem strange that one possess- 
ed of the brainpower of this great man 
should have been influenced by me to 
neglect his duty to his constituents! I 
first heard from a third parly that ho was 
going, and when 1 expressed surprise at 
his contemplated flight, ho replied, "I 
have worked long enough for tho people; 
1 am now going to work for myself." 
[Cheers and laughter.] Aftar ho had 
gone I was told by an lion, member, who 
's member of tho present Government, 
an] connected with the Rail way Ring, that 
aftei Mr. DoC osmos had had an interview 
with a certain high functionary ho L.ade 
up his im„i to "skedaddle" to get the 
charter for ..Railway. Ami this is tho 
lion, gentlomu-, w ] 10 uow K avs ho wants 
nothing for him. if I H e cam0 back here 
and at once sot uh..„t intriguing for the 
position ho now holt,; but so stupid is 
he that lie never woulchave got where he 
is if ho hail not hail Uvo-, r throe men of 
brains with hint. | Laughter and "Oh !"] 
1 have road of instances of political per- 
fidy and treachery ; but 1 never beforo 
heard of such an instance i>< this. Ho 
has said, Mr. Speaker, that I a»i a new- 
fledged politician. Well. I snppostt] ln t ], 
is an ohlfledged one; lint I canjj. u jy 
boast that in lb. e years 1 . aye 
brought in more go. id me.isiu, s 
uros than that lion, gentleman has in four 
teen years. I have manufactured schemes 
for thot hon. gentleman and he hadn't 
the brains to carry t hem out and spoiled 
them. (Immoderate laughter) Let the 
hon. Attorney-General, whose champion 
the Premier is to-day, remember the 
Cariboo telegrams and recall his course 
towards the then Attorney-General, lie 
has turned and twisted soottonthat it isdif- 
ticult to place him anywhere. Ho is politi- 
cally handicapped. 1 defy him to prove 
that I ever asked him to get me an office. 
Ho has told the House that I oppose the 
Ministry because L got no portfolio. 
Why, 1 told him beforo the House met 
that I had no eouftdenco in him and that 
I would have nothing mora to do with 
him— that he had told falsehoods.
